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PREFATORY NOTE 



I THINK a few words are necessary in introducing this book to the public. All the 
drawings in "A Book of Fifty Drawings" were selected by Mr. Beardsley 
and myself together, and he allowed no drawing to appear in it with which he 

was at all dissatisfied. I may mention that he insisted on the inclusion of 
"The Ascension of St. Rose of Lima" and his '* Book-plate " (two drawings which 
met with much adverse discussion), regarding them as amongst his finest work. 

With the present volume it is different. Many things appear in it which would 
not have appeared had Mr. Beardsley been living ; nor would there have been any 
reason for them to appear. But the artist's regretted death made me desire to publish 
a second series of his drawings ; and, the way being paved to a critical examination of 
his work by the issue of the fifty drawings in the' first book, I saw no harm in pro- 
ducing some of his earlier and immature work, which allows those interested in 
him to see a greater variety of his drawings, and gives some traces of his develop- 
ments of style. Whilst not, as a whole, reaching the high standard of work in the 
first book, I claim for the present volume equal interest, in that it reproduces twenty- 
nine hitherto unpublished drawings, several of which undoubtedl}'^ show links between 
the different phases of the artist's work during the few brief years which were allowed 
him for production. 

I wish to express my warmest thanks to Mr. Robert Ross for his kindly loan of 
the fifteen drawings appearing at the beginning of the book (no one of which Aubrey 
Beardsle}' would have included), and to Mr. More Adey for allowing me to reproduce 
two of the artist's most interesting and characteristic drawings. I regret that the 
death of the Reverend Alfred Gurney whilst these sheets were passing through the 
press has prevented my acknowledging to him his kindness in putting at my disposal 
the three drawings reproduced in photogravure on pages 75, 79 and S^. To 
Mr. F. H. Evans I owe the " Madame Rejane " on page 99 (a picture which 
Mr. Beardsley vehemently prohibited my producing in the first book of fift}' drawings), 
Mr. Joseph Pennell I have to thank for two drawings (one unfinished and hitherto un- 
published), and from Sir Edward Burne Jones' executors I received permission to 
publish the "Siegfried." Mr. Holme, the editor of T/ie Studio, has been kind enough 
to supply me with the copies of the print in colours of Mr. Evans' *' Rejane " ; and also 
to allow me to reproduce one of the artist's most favourite drawings, "The Third 
Ballade of Chopin." To the kindness of Mr. John Dent — Aubrey Beardsley's first 
publisher — I owe the permission to reproduce the frontispiece to ** Bon Mots " (which 
here appears in the original size of the drawing), and also "The Return of 
Tannhauser to the Venusberg," one of Mr. Beardsley's latest and most pathetic 
drawings.
